* Food forest would be open to the general
public

* Connection to Festival Beach Community
Garden (sharing same fenceline)

* Planis to “share the harvest” by year 2022,
when mature fruit and nut trees will be
available for forage



Stakeholder Meeting

* On April 14, 2014 PARD staff hosted a pre-
submittal meeting with the food forest team.

* The food forest team presented their
preliminary plan to city staff from Urban
Forestry, Grounds Maintenance, Watershed
Protection, Economic Development and PARD
Planning and Development.
